The grant, announced by the Urban and Regional 
Development Minister, Mr. Uren, provides for expendi- 
ture of $85,000 for beach improvements and $46,000 - 
for improvments to the Cherry Lake area, .

along the sea wall west of Millers Road 
and a shelter fence on the Esplanade 
and associated works. 


Werribee council received $165,000 
and Williamstown council $135,000 as 
part of a total grant of $3 million to 30 
municipalities aimed at improving the 
quality of life. 


Councils in the western suburbs re- 
ceived the major share — $1.3 million 
~—- with Footscray ($321,000) and Keilor 
($200,000) the only councils to be grant- 
ed more than Altona. 


The mayor, Cr. Ian Stewart, said 
the allocations were in line with 
eouncil’s works programme and its 
application to the Government. 

“The funds wilt enable council to pro- 
vide greatly improved facilities along 
the foreshore and at Cherry Lake and 
the provision of tuilets and changing 
facilities in the Apex Park area,” Cr. 
Stewart said. 

The grant of $194,000 aiso included 
$27,000 for improvements to the beach- 
side Apex Park by landscaping and the 
building of amenities blocks.
